NUMBER TWO. 

Baldwin, La., Dec. 1, 1873. 

Friend Humphries :—Do not think 
I have been all thi* while in New 
Orleans ; I spent only a day there, get¬ 
ting a general idea of the city. Let no 
one form an idea of the South, and 
pin his faith to it, from these letters, as 
I only “give that which I have,” a 
passsing glimpse of a (to me) new coun¬ 
try. I pretend to nothing more. I left 
New Orleans at 7 a. m.; came on the 
Morgan road to Brashan (Brazior). This 
part of Louisiana seemed very fertile and 
well cultivated, surpassing any other part 
of the South through which I passed. I 
saw large fields of sugar cane, occasion¬ 
ally an orange grove, and a few small 
fields of cotton. I am told that, before 
the war, quite a large amount of cotton 
was raised in this State, but until within 
the past two years the crop has been 
dtBtroyed by wormB. Present indica- 
i tions are that Louisiana will soon take 
her place among the cotton-growing 
States. 

I reached Brashan at noon, where I 
found the Ibria waiting. My journey 
up the Bayou was very pleasant be¬ 
cause of its novelty. The boat, though 
small, gave comfortable accommodations, 
and although it lacked the splendor of 
®ur river boats, the deficiency was well 
supplied by the plentiful meals served 
free of charge. These boats cairy a large 
amount of freight, as the Bayou is the 
only means of transportation for quite 
an extent of country. The surface is 
level, reminding one of the prairies of 
Illinois—gently sloping down to the 
Bayou. Some of tho planters’ houses 
have an air of comfort and refinement, 
and with their accompaniments of white¬ 
washed cabins, neatly enclosed by pick¬ 
ets, looked as though slavery here had 
pift on its mildest form. One planta¬ 
tion particularly pleased me. The 
grounds so well laid out, the planter’s 
house so tastily built, and the rows of 
cairns painted light brown, with green 
blinds, enclosed in their separate yards 
by a white-washed picket fence, formed 
a pleasing picture. I afterw ards learned 
that it was owned by a Chicago gentle¬ 
man, purchased and improved since the 
war. Others are faithful representa¬ 
tions of Miss Ophelia’s “shiftless south¬ 
erners.” One plantation had such a 
gloomy, forbidding look, its cabins were 
hovels, and it£ bn^e” liti-ip. bet¬ 

ter, except in size, that I questioned the 




Jiggers' Hell; and was owned by 
a harsh, cruel man, who, in the days of 
slavery, perpetrated such cruelties upon 
his slaves that every one avoided the 
place as much as possible, and hence the 
name. Now, although yet a large land¬ 
holder, he is growing poor every year, as 
he cannot hire help because of his repu¬ 
tation, and so is being ruined by taxes. I 
thought of Simon Legree, and fancied 
tho sunshine settled down upon the 
place, cold and heavy, only seeming to 
light up its wretchedness. 

A lady on board the boat gave me 
quite an insight into southern character. 
She told me of a house, in the morning 
filled with every comfort money could buy, 
at night only four blackened walls. Very 
poor she felt, although her husband 
owned a large plantation, nnd herself 
and children had been spending the sum¬ 
mer traveling in tho North. 

“You neod not think,” she said, “be¬ 
cause I am traveling, that I am counter¬ 
feiting poverty; taxes are ruining us, 
and we doubt being able to keep our 
land. Where once we had so many ser¬ 
vants that we did not exert ourselves 
to get a glass of water, now we cannot 
ask our neighbor to dine with us,bocanse 
we have no cooks, are too poor to hire, 
and don’t know how to do it ourselves. 
Why, my husband wrote his brother, a 
wealthy man in Brooklyn, that it would 
not be convenientfor his family to spend 
»ho winter with us, as usual, because he 
wap too proud to let him see his pov¬ 
erty.” 

“Why, then,” said I, “do you waste so 
much in traveling 1” 

“Oh, we must travel for health, or say 
wc do, though my health is just as good 
at home, but my neighbor must not see 
mo there during the summer months. 
Why,” said, she, warming with her sub¬ 
ject, and enforcing it with gestures more 
violent than graceful, “I know families 
who go North to spend the summer, 
who have none of tho comforts of life, 
and hardly the necessaries, in their 
homo; and before they start, a part of 
the stock or a few acres of land must be 
sold to raise the money.” 

Said I: “Why don’t you sell half your 
land, invest your money in improve¬ 
ments, or where it will bring interest, 
thereby lessening your taxes, and yet 
have enough to make you wealthy V 
“Good deal you know about it who 
never knew what it is to roll in mon- 

■ ’ to manage any- 
rs, and if a cer- 
mI over in the fall. 
Now our hands 
in many cases by 
ill. Many of us 
to get more nig- 
3, when we want- 
xe ; if a mortgage 
I came due, mil more, or givo another. We 
speut more in one year than some of 
your Northerners did in four. Our sons 
kept their fast horses and dogs, attended 
races, and often gambled. Our daughters 
dressed, rode and -slept, spent their sum- 


tion, the purification by fire, itc.j but 
being a little afraid of her keen black 
eyes, I only said, “Well, we Northern¬ 
ers have rolled in something better than 
gold, and would soon find a way out of 
your difficulties by asserting our inde¬ 
pendence and by steady exertion.” 

I do not find any resentment towards 
the North, and am told by residents 
here that it is fast wearing away. The 
Southern people are quick to anger, and 
as quick to forgive; are very polite and 
kind, but show by their lack of stirring 
endeavor, that they have been a people 
given over to ease and luxury. 

I reached Baldwin, my destination, at 
balf-past 11, Saturday nighty.a little 
tired but in good spirits. I suppose you 
think, as I did, that Baldwin is a village, 
but not so. Nearly every plantation 
along the Bayou has its landing and 
freight house, and often a name. This 
contains the Orphans’ Home (soon to be 
changed to Baldwin University), and the 
residence of Mi*. Baldwin, besides some 
sixty negro cabins scattered over the 
plantations. The Home plantation con¬ 
tains 1,700 acres, that of Mr. B. 1,800; 
both level, and, with the exception of 
some acres of cypress timber, under good 
cultivation, producing corn, a little rice, 
some cotton, and . large fields of cane. 
The land is worked on shares by the col¬ 
ored people, many of whom own their 
cabins and an acre of land, besides their 
trains and wagons. They get one-half 
the crop and furnish everything. Mr. 
B. has a steam mill, and is converting 
his cypress into lumber for building pur¬ 
poses, as ho is confident of seeing a vil¬ 
lage spring up in a few years on land that 
be has reserved for that purpose. He is 
an Ohioan, who bought conscript land, 
giving for his plantation $20,000. There 
is a large sugar house upon it that cost 
$60,000 when built. His residence is 
pleasant, cottage style, and is surrounded 
by sweet and sour oratige, pecan and 
live oak trees.

Ho showed me some fine 
honey from his h ives. Bees do well here. 
Cows are poor and small, and not as 
good for milk and butter as at the 
North. Horses, too, compare unfavora¬ 
bly with ours. It is too warm for them ; 
they noon wear out. Donkeys and oxen 
thrive ; why I can’t tell, unless they, 
like Job, grow strong under affliction 
The oxen are small, but look stout and 
well built, and I guess are fed better

if distantly related to Pharaoh’s lean 
kine; certainly don’t resemble my fat 
favorites much. Speaking of kine re¬ 
minds me that nearly all the pigs (I 
don’t like to write about hogs) are black, 
spotted or brindle—I meant sorrel, but 
thought you would laugh nt the idea of 
a sorrel pig, but brindle don’t seem just 
right.

Yesterday the 
boys shot a young one. and my curiosity 
was so strong that I put my hand ou his 
back. He w r as about three feet long, and 
ns he w'aa yet alive,.gave us to under¬ 
stand that, under bettor circumstances, 
he would use his teeth and tail. Every 
one has seen pictures ®f them, and they 
are so correct that I was surprised to 
see what a good idea 1 had of them.

News oft&o ‘Week. 

On Thursday, Hon. John A. Bingham 
was confirmed minister to Japan, and 
Hon. William L. Scrugg, of Georgia, con¬ 
firmed minister to the United btates of 
Columbia. 

The Secretary of War has sent a letter 
to the Speaker of the House of Kepresent- 
atives making direct charges of fraud and 
malfeasance in office against Brig-Gen. 
O. 0. Howard in connection with his 
management of the Freedmen’s Bureau. 
The letter is accompanied by evidence 
from the records and accounts of the late 

bureau. . 

Marshal Bazaino has been condemned 
to death, and to be degraded from bis 
rank previous to his execution. After 
the judgment the members of the court 
unanimously signed an appeal for mercy, 
which was conveyed to Marshal Mac- 
Mahon, who has commuted the sentence 
to 20 years seclusion. Bazaine is to bear 
the effects of degradation from rank, but 
will be spared the humiliating ceremony. 
After receiving notice of the commuta¬ 
tion of his sentence, ho addressed a letter 
to President MacMahon, in which lie 
says : “You remembered the days in 
which we served our country together. 
I feared the impulse of your heart would 
be overmastered by State considerations. 
I should have died without regret, since 
the recommendation of the court vindi¬ 
cates my honor.”

The festival was conduct¬ 
ed under the auspices of the Man¬ 
hattan Deaf-Mute Literary Associa¬ 
tion, and accordingly in the speeches 
that were made hot a sound was uttei*ed, 
and in the dances that followed the wal ti¬ 
ers kept time to music they did not hear. 
The exercises were opened by the reading 
of prayers by the Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, 
rector of St. Ann’s Episcopal Church for 
Deaf-Mutes, and son of the foregoing, 
which were translated into the sign lan¬ 
guage by the Rev. Mr. Chamberlain. 
Addresses announcing the objects of the 
festival were then made in signs by W. 
0. Fitzgerald, the President of the As¬ 
sociation, arid Mr. Dunlap, the Chairman 
of the Committeo of Arrangements. Dr. 
Poet then delivered a tribute to the sub¬ 
ject of the memorial in the sign language, 
which was interpreted as he went along 
by Dr. Gallaudet. He described Dr. 
Gallaudet, the father, studying the sys¬ 
tem under the Abbe Sequard in Paris, 
and opening an asylum in which it was 
first taught and practiced in America, at 
Hartford, Conn., in April, 1817. Out 
of that single establishment forty schools' 
have arisen which every year send forth 
into the world graduates perfected in the 
system, who are thus enabled to take 
part in the struggle for existence on al¬ 
most equal terms with those who have 
the gift of speech. 

Dr. Peet alluded to the pleasant na¬ 
ture of the occasion in which so many 
whose ideas were expressed in the lan¬ 
guage so ably taught by Dr. Gallaudet 
had assembled to do honor to his memo¬ 
ry. The rector of St. Ann’s thou men¬ 
tioned the teachers of the system who 
had follo.wed his father—Laurent Clerc, 
William W. Woodridge, Henry P. Peet, 
Abiuham S. Hutton, Lewis Weld, Wil¬ 
liam N. Hubbe,T. A- Cary,Collins Stone, 

S. S. Ray, and the apt pupils, Alice 
Cogswell and George Loring. These si¬ 
lent speeches over, the audience, whose 
claquering at the points to bo applauded, ' 
enthusiastic as it was, had not been - 
heard by themselves, devoted themselves { 
to dancing. Waltz followed waltz, 
quadrille followed <juadrithr,.~ nnrln p ro — 1 
gramme containing twenty-eight dances 
was put through before “Home, Sweet t 
Home” sounded on ears that could not j 
hear its strains.
